Tb* N*w Jersey Btal* lormsl and 

Model Reboots at Traoton hav* bad no* 
of tb* moat successful years *f thslr 
history. Tbe enrollment of the Nort at 
Reboot was 606. About ae vent)-five per 
oeut. of these were graduate* of high 
school* of (our year*' course# before 
entering tba Normal. Twenty-five p«r 
cent represented those coming from the 
rural couuly aud lowo districts aud 
taking the longer course* at the Normal. 
Tne Normal be bool has been unable to 
meet the demands (or It# graduates aa 
leacbere. The claas graduated In Feb¬ 
ruary were practically all engaged ha 
fore lb* middle of that month, and 
more than naif tb* class graduated In 
June were engaged before they received 
tnelr diplomas. The sal ax las received 
were In advance of those of previous 
years, ranging from 646 to 975 per 
month. Tne Normal bcnool ha* felt an 
increased demand lor male leachera. 
It haa already fitted with tla graduate# 
many of the prominent prtnctpaleblps 
and euperlutendeiclea of the btale at 
aaUtlea ranging from 61.20U to 61,500. 
It (cela that the demand la such a* to 
encourage young men to take up the 
work of leaching, the work offering 
even a financial advantage to many 
young men, eapeclally those from the 
mute rural section#, aud a professional 
advantage to still many more. The 
enrollment In tbe Model waa 580. This 
school has graduated one of the largeet 
olaaeee In IU history, a class numbering 
nearly forty. A great taej »rlty of these 
student* enter upon the college courses 
being represented In nearly all of tbe 
leading Eaatern colleges both for meo 
and women. Tbe strength these stu 
dents have shown In their college eo 
trance examinations, where examine 
tlons have been required, wae very ours 
pllmeotary. Tne certificate of the 
school la received for admission In all 
of the colleges that accept ceritflcalea 
from auy school. The prospects of tbe 
schools for (be comlrg year are very 
flittering A large, new dormitory la 
under process of construction. Tbe 
buildings during the summer are to be 
put in Ural class repair, and every ax 
rangement made that the schools stall 
i fler not only a high class of profession 
al education for teaobers, but all.— 
in the Model—an academic training for 
those desiring to enter tbe higher pro- 
feeeloael schools that la second to non#

Intention to have tbe sidewalks of the 
city kept In repair and free from grass. 
The notice call* tbe attention of prop¬ 
erty owners t tbe requirement* of title 
21. sections 3 and 4 of tbs revised ordi¬ 
nances. which provide that ‘‘aldewtlka 
shall be kept In good and sufficient re¬ 
pair oy tbe owner or owners, and *o 
constructed ae freely to shed water, and 
to b« kept free from turf, grata, weed#, 
stubbie aLd other foreign substances " 
Failure to Comply with these require¬ 
ment* upon notification by tbe Clij 
Clerk, by ord r of tbe Common Council, 
tbe property owner or owners shall be 
liable on conrlctloh thereof to a fine of 
llu fur each week that auch ueglect or 
refusal to comply soall continue, and 
two week* after -ueb notice tbe CouuJI 
may causa the necessary repairs to be 
made at the expense of tb* owner or 
owners.— Unmmil Herald.
